appropriating 
fhe State Fair for the 
ensuing two years. 
The governor assured the Seda- 
lians that he would sign the bill 
during the afternoon, but the un­ 
derstanding is that only $ ^ 0 ,0 0 0 of 
the $75,oco is to be drawn from 
the general revenue fund this year. 
If the additional ^25,000 comes 
in next year, it will be at the dis­ 
posal of the officers of the Fair 
association, and this is almost cer­ 
tain to be the case. 
Gov. Dockery is a friend of the 
fair, and his only regret is that 
conditions are such that the officers 
of the association cannot have the 
entire $ J ^ ,o o o to expend this year. 
In addition to the $50,00x5 from 
the general fund, it is almost cer­ 
tain that the fair will receive be­ 
tween $40,000 and $50,000 for m e 
this year from the breeders’ fund. 
It has been learned definitely 
that Kansas C ity will 
have be­ 
tween 
thirty 
and 
forty 
days’ 
racing this summer, 
which will 
swell to an appreciable extent the 
sum that had previously been an­ 
ticipated 
as 
available 
from this 
source. 
The directors of the State Fair 
association w ill 
hold a 
business 
meeting here tomorrow, when bids 
will be opened and possibly con­ 
tracts awarded for the erection of 
several new buildings on the fair 
grounds, the work to begin at once.

Judge John W.-Burress Died 
Friday Night. 


HE WAS 7 J YEARS OF AGE 


Rev. P], W. Cllppm«er Will Condnct 
Burial Service at the Bouse 
This Aiternoon. 


Judge John W . Burress, one of 
the oldest residents of this city, and 
a most highly respected citizen, 
died suddenly and unexpectedly at 
II :30 o’clock Friday night at his 
home. No. 
1420 South Vermont 
avenue. 
Judge Burress had been aOlicted 
recently with rheumatism of the 
chest and heart, but was well on 
the road to recovery from that dis­ 
ease. 
During Friday he worked 
in the garden and among his flower 
beds and spent the evening in read­ 
ing the newspapers. 
A t I I o’clock Judge Burress was 
seized 
with 
a 
spell 
of 
violent 
coughing and his daughter, Miss 
Lida, gave him a number of home 
remedies, which 
did 
not relieve 
him. 
A 
physician 
was 
hastily 
summoned, but before his arrival 
the sick man 
breathed 
his last, 
death being caused by rheumatism 
of the heart. 
Judge Burress was born at Mt. 
Pleasant, Mo., December 5, 1S30, 
and was 73 years old at the time of 
his death. In M ay, 1S61, he joined 
Company B, of W ood’s Missouri 
battalion, and served during a part 
of the civil war in the Confederate 
army. 


He came to Sedalia thirty-eight 
years ago and had lived here con­ 
tinuously since, and during his so­ 
journ here has filled a number of 
responsible public positions with 
the highest credit to himself. 
He served one term a.s county 
treasurer, one term as city police 
judge and for ten years was coal 
oil inspector of Sedalia. 
In later 
years he has been engaged as sales­ 
man for different clothing houses. 
The deceased leaves a wife, a
